W hile some of these are 
hoaest efforts to supply the m in­ 
eral* which m ay be backing in cer­ 
tain rations, others are poor qual- 
ity ^ and are bolstered up by high 
s o d d i ng nam es and unw arranted 
claims. 
In spite of frequent

sertions to the contrary by the 
m anufacturers of such prepartions, 
th ere is no scientific evidence th a t 
any such m ineral m ixture will pre­ 
vent or cure contagious abortion. 
T his m ust be clearly distinguished 
from 
non - contagious 
abortion, 
-which m ay be produced by a de­ 
ficiency 
of 
lime. 
F urtherm ore, 
th e re is no evidence th at healthy 
anim als are benefited ->y such sub­ 
stances as salts, sulphur, potash 
salt, or copperous, which are con­ 
tained in m any proprietary m ix ­ 
tures. 
Mineral Requirements 
Tt w as form erly assum ed that 
w h en dairy cows were fed common 
well-balanced 
rations 
containing 
plenty of protein 
and 
a 
liberal 
am ount of alfalfa hay . there could 
he no deficiency in lime or phos­ 
phorus, for alfalfa hay is high in 
lime, and protein rich feeds are 
in general 
high 
in 
prosphorus. 
The m ilk producing capacity of 
our dairy cows has been sp increas­ 
ed bv selective breeding th at it 
exceeds the ability of high y ield­ 
ing cows to assim ilate sufficient 
m ineral nutrie nts from their feed 
to m eet the heavy dem and in pro­ 
ducing the large flow of milk d ur­ 
ing the first part of the lactation 
period.

before being subm itted to the board 
of supervisors for adoption. 
All of 
these ordinances require the ap­ 
pointm ent of a county electrical in­ 
spector and provide for the duties 
of the office. 
Two of them pertain 
to rural inspection alone, while the 
third applies to both oities and 
counties. 
Recently , J. D. Falvey , repre se nt­ 
ing an organization of electricians 
in Fullerton, presented a proposed 
ordinance providing for rural in­ 
spection, to th e Orange County 
F arm bureau, with 
the 
request 
th at the directors, as re pre se nta ­ 
tives of the rural interests, approve 
or criticize the document. 
The di­ 
rectors appreciated 
this 
courtesy 
and agreed to review the ordinance 
and forwarded it to th eir statistical 
departm ent. 
Sidney Saunby , statistician, gave 
the proposed ordinance the "once 
over” and decided th at he could 
improve on the m easure. 
It is his 
am bition to have 
the 
ordinance 
protect the rural interests- 
As a 
consequence, 
he 
has 
suggested 
changes which virtually m ake a 
second ordinance. 
W hile seeking a 
copy 
of 
the 
S anta Ana ordinance for the pur­ 
pose of comparison, a re pre se nta ­ 
tive of the farm bureau found Mr.

H e based it -upon personal ob 
servations m ade during his recent 
eight weeks’ tour through the farm ­ 
ing sections of th e country . 
“W h at I saw- and heard on that 
trip,” he said, “ not only convinces 
me that this will be a fairly good 
season in itself, but th at agricul­ 
ture is a t last actually out of dan- 


ge r - 
Farmers Enco uraged. 
“ The farm ers are all greatly en­ 
couraged— and so am I. 
“ Up until last spring, they were 
weighed down by a. great, surplus 
of products th a t was a hand-me- 
down from the war. 
“It. was hard to work off this 
surplus. 
It m eant drastic retrench 
m ent 
during a four-y ear period of 
acute distress. 
“ But 
now 
th ey 
have 
accom­ 
plished it. 
“ As a result, th ey are. facing the 
prospects of fairly 
good 
incomes 
this y ear, and a re m oderately opti­ 
mistic regarding the future. 
Pay ing Off Debts. 
“ They are pay ing off long-stand­ 
ing debts and getting 
out 
of the 
shadow of bankruptcy . T h eir farm s 
are no longer hard to sell. 
The 
purchasing pow er of 
farm 
prod 
ucts is 9 0 per cent of w h a t it was 
before the w ar—the h igh est it has 
been since 19 20. 
“These are som e of the evidences 
th at agriculture, as a whole, is get 
ting out of its rut. 
“As to specific conditions 
“ In the corn belt, 
which 
s-uf 
fered greatly during the post-wai 
depression, indications point to the 
re turn of at le a s t some degree oi 
prosperity . 
“ L ast y ear 
hogs 
w ere 
cheap, 
while corn w as a poor and expen 
sive crop. 
Co nditio ns Rev ersed. 
“This y ear, conditions have been 
reversed. 
I found the average cost 
of 
packer 
and 
shipper droves oi 
hogs to be $13.69 a hundredw eight 
at Chicago, com pared w ith $7.46 
last y ear. 
And th e prospect is for 
a heavy crop of corn. 
“The w h e at situation is not so 
good 
when 
compared 
with 
last 
y ear, w-hen A m erica’s crop was ex 
ceptionally good and crops through 
out the re st of the 
world 
excep 
tionally poor. 
“Our w inter w heat crop this sea 
son is about 
185 
million 
bushel? 
short of last, while 
th e 
foreign 
crops have improved. 
Go o d Wheat Cro p. 
“At the sa m e ’ time, m y observa 
tions convince me th at there will 
be a splendid crop of spring wheat 
and this will greatly 
benefit 
the 
wheat-raising states. 
“The sheep raising industry , in 
the fa r w est, I found very prosper 
ous. 
“T he cattle industry I found in 
distress—as it h a s been for y ears 
—b ut there seem s to be a general 
belief th at the w orst period is over 
and th a t the industry is now due 
for slow but sure improvem ent. 
“ I found evidence w hich appears 
to b ear out this belief in Chicago 
w here choice steers w ere bringing 
$13.56 as com pared with $10.70 last 
y ear. 
Co ast So lv es Pro blem 
“T h e Pacific coast h a s been con 
fronted with a particularly difficult 
m ark e ting problem, b ut has effec­ 
tively solved its difficulties by co­ 
operative 
organizations. 
Condi­ 
tions th ere 
are 
now 
reasonably 
.stable, while the sentim ent is opti­ 
mistic. 
“ In th e cotton belt, indications 
point tow ard a large crop and fa­ 
vorable incom e, except in certain 
sections of th e southw est that have 
been stricken by drouth. 
“T h e eas t is not in 
such 
good 
shape. 
L ast y e a r’s law prices for 
potatoes and hay , 
together 
with 
economic difficulties in the dairy in­ 
dustry , are having th e ir effect. 
“T he 
east
